‘The first
of thege bills was tiled by the pinintids, resi
dents, tax-piyers, anid -{uulmml volers of Lhis
eliy, agalnst the defendants, the Aldarmen of
the elty, toreéstrain them from exerclsing cors
taln powersd and authority in their aggregale
capacity, which, It Is alleged, they clalm to be
econferred wnpon them by the provisions
of nn act of Assembly, passed  April 4
1868, entltled “A further supplemént to the
act relaling o the aections of this
Oommonwealth,”” and from appoloting or at-
tempting to appolnl canvassers as direcled in
and by thesald aot, or from luterfering or in-
termeddlipg with, or obstructing.or attempling
Lo obstruct the gualified volers of thls Commaons
werlth by any fAct or means whatsoeyer from Lhe
enjoyment of the rights of electors seoured to
them by the constilulion of the Common.
wenlth,” Thoe second bill is to the same elfeol
by parties possessing ke gualifieations, and
iucﬂullm; as defendants the members of Lhe
Beleol and Common Counclls of the elly, the
City Commissloners, UController, and Treasurer
of the city, ns well as the Aldermen,

These bills guestion the constitutionality of
the act of Assembly, referred (o, and fmmiiiarcly
nown as the *Registry not,” and charge ainong
other matters that a large sum of money will
be required from the cily trensury to puat the
act lnto operation, which ns taxpayers they are
interested to prevent, and which would be
wholly misapplied, the act belug as they allege
uneonstitutional and vold. The right of the
plaintifis to Jolerfere on  these grounds
wes not disputed; neither do 1 think 1t
could have been, any time since the declsion
in Sharpless va, the Mayor, ete, ¢ Har, 147, and
Moers ve. Lthe Clty of Heading, U ib, 185, In
both 1t wis conceded that the Interest of a tax-
[myu-r. where money wos 1o be ralsed by taxa-

fon, or expended from the treasury, was sulli.
olent to entitle hilm to procead 1n equity to Lest
the valldity of the Iaw which proposed Lthe as-
sessment or expendiiure, To this uifect Is Mott
va, the Penna, Rallroad Company. That we
have power to enjoln the respondonts has not
been disputed.

The power of this Court and its duty to de-
olare an act of Assembly unconstitational, if it
be plalnly 80, 18 no more to be doabted than s
wer 10 declare an instrument of writing vold

or want of Jue executloa. Tnls power s not

disputed. What shall be the tesiof want of
conatitutional sanciion-is & guestion of more or
less difficulty in all cases involving 1L Itis
usual on the part of those who lnsist on Lthe
ccnstitutionality of any glven statutle toclaim
that It must be regarded as constitutional un-
less expressly pronibited by some provision in
the Constitution, Ia other words, in eonstru-
ing the Constitntion of the State, whatever ls
not expressly denled to the leglsiatlve power
I8 possessed by 1t. The opposite of this
rule, I may remark, i1s the rule of constructlon
of the Federnl constitution, I assent Lo this,
but not that the inhibitlons of the Constitation

sust be always expressed. They are egqually
eilective and nol less to be regarded when
they arise by bpecessary lmplleation, aod
this Is the case when tne legislative
provislon is repugnant (o some provi-
slon of the Constitutlon, U Watts, 200; 5 W, &
S, 123 12 8. & R, U Casay, 4413 & Wr,, 5. To
illustrate this ldea. The execulive power ol
the Btate under the Constitallon s lodged

in & Governor, and the legislative lo a Senate
and House of Representatives, It would be
manifisily repugnant to these provisions of the
Constitution if an act of Assembly shounld pro-
wvide for the election of iwo execulives, or two
Henates, and Houses of Representatives at the
same election: yet it would be unconstitutional
only by lmplicatlon, there being no express
yrobibition on the subjeot, So In regard 1o
qualifications for office, An acl which should
require a residence in the State for len years
instead of three, or an age of [fly years
and a freahold estate, in order to be eligible
to the office of representative, would be void
for repugnancy, because diflering from the
Constitution, and would be so only by necessary

Implicatlon; necessury Lo Iu-e!l- leglslatio s
within the paramount rules of the Constl
tutlon, The expression of one thing in

the Constitutlon 15 necessarily the axelusion
of things nol expressed. Tols I regard as espe-
einlly true of constitutionsl provisions deglara-
tory In thelr nature. The remark of Lord
Bacon Lhat, as exceplions streagttuen the forea
of & gt'nf.*m[ law, 80 enumeration wesltens as Lo
things nol énmerated, expresses a prinelple of
common rense applicable to the Coostitution,
which 18 to be npnderstood 1o 1t plain, antech-
nical sense. Lommonwealls vs, Ularle,
& W, 1.5,

These lnstances Hinstrate the prinegiple of
the authorities, which holdl that Acis repuguant
10 the coustitiution sre vold by lmplioation,

Tlhiis onghit to be safficient. But the attenipted
change of the clection laws lins its strong il not
only reason in the pssmmuption, in some instances no
doulit just, that official oaths have been insuflicient,
under existing Inws, to guard against choating and
frauds in elections. What reason there is to expeot
that they be hetter observed under the new law is
wot apparent. No higher qualitieation for the offiee
of & canvisseris required than for a judge or in-
spector of an election board, The same results
miy therefore be ns reasonably anticipated in the
mse as in the other. The securing of falrness
myposed in the provisious on the subject,
wost eertiinly.

HBut 1 will not follow this train of thoaght far-
ther. I ngree that it i* alwavs n grove matter to
set aslde an net of the Legislnture, and 1 doabt i
there is any lustance yot of it€ having been done
where the people have asked by petition for legisli-

tion, hoy are eareful of their constitutional
riehis. In the ease in land, which is an act ot the
greatest public importance, thoe Dally Legislative
Ltecord, an officiul pulblication of the legislative

procecdings, gives no aceount of petitions of the
peaple for the grent chinnge: of law attempted, or,
far as the eity is concerned, that the get was the
work of any committes: but it does show that the
provisions to it were virtually the work of » single
member, anid presented to the Houge in manuseript
wndd, without having been printed, passedd the House
without debute.

In this shape It went to the Senate, whore it was
almosrt mmedintoly agreed to, without the allow-
ance of debate or printing.  Thls may well gecount
for the incongruous and unconstitutionsl features

oi the act. These tacts, however, have lmwd no
weight wlhintever In producing the resalt at which
wi have arrived. They might well stimnlate the

activity of the serutiny exereised in examining the
provisions of the act, but they hind no other effect.

I luave not specinlly noticed the eltation of au-
thoritivs by counsel for the respondents to prove
that registration laws hive been held constitiutionnl
by the Courts of other States, This might |
to the peculinritics of thie constitutionnl
o those States: but another reason. exiets for
noticiug th
vhde that no constitutional Hegistration | y
i cnpeted. For mydell, Illrillti there might be,
gl posalbly i suell form as to protect the rights

of" all lepal votors, wnd secure the people, to joma
extent ot least, agniust the possibllity of fraad at
the Ballot=box, He this, however, as it may bhe, we
wre not ready o sy the act in guesi ion I of this
clinracter, or withio the power ol the Legisluture to
pa=s, This conelusion leayes ull the eleotion lnws

in foree whiioh were Intended to be supersaded by
thils aet.

These provisions are well understood. Thoy have
been in operation many years, with but compary-
tively few complaings, not résulting frow the lnws
thémsclves so much ns rom the wint of vigilanee
in administering them, This the peoaltics of the
livw should remedy. Eleetions under these laws will
theretore impose no hurdship nor do uny wrong to
the people, H conducted as the lew roguines, and it
w hn thls spircit wo onglit to expeet them to ba oon
lueted. For these and other reasons which might
b ghven, & majority of us think that the infonetion
praved tor in ench of the bIHS onght to be grantad,
o the complainants cach entering badl inthe stm
be approved by the Court or af Judge
